out abandoning a reasonable allow- 
ance for relief, old age pensions, hous- 
ing and soil conservation. If pros- 
perity returns our present tax sys- 
tem should provide that amount" If 
It failed to do so, he declared, "we 
will have lo increase laxes, undesir- 
able as that is, for the alyternative is 
worse."

Tafl assailed thc administration pol

He said Ihc president's recent bud- 


get message "moves very gingerly ji 
the right direction," but "a good dea 
^iorc will have to be done." 


"There is no evidence that the presi- 


dent wants to stop spending," contin- 
ued Senator Taft. "He has complain- 
ed from time to time that Congress 
has exceeded his recommendations. It 
did s0 last year with relalion to farm 
benefits and flood control but, over 
the whole period. Congress has ap- 
propriated within two per cent of thc 
official budget estimates. 


"Furthermore if the president had 


been sincere in his desire for econ- 
^my he could have vetoed the farm 
and flood control appropriations. But 
he suitl not a word and signed the 
bills. He has not vetoed a bill since 
thc bonus bill in 1835. Is it any won- 
der congressmen don't believe that thc 
administration objects to more spend- 
ing, particularly when it provides lib- 
erally for all its own pet projects? 


"There is a good deal of ghoulish 


glee on the part of New Dealers today 
because thc president now is cutting 
projects supposed lo be dear to thc 


irts of congressmen. This is said 
put them on the horns of a dilem- 


ma and the president evidently ex- 
pects them to restore thc cuts so tha 
he will no have to stop spending. I 
he will slop playing a game with Con 
gross ancl show thai he sincerely mean 
business, he will gel plenty of sup 
port for his vetoes.

The-cheese-company's business, today 
the largest in the.world, was,founded 
here just 36 years ago, by James L. 
Kraft, president, wit ha total capital 
of $60. 
' , 


Since 1903, when Mr. Kraft slatted 


n business .with one cheese wagon, 
the company has grown steadily un- 
til 
today 
it. maintains .branches 


throughout the United States and in 
many foreign countries and. employs 
approximately 8,000 people. 


The business which bears Mr. Kraft's 


name, and'which has been'under his 
active leadership throughout the 36 
years o fits existence, has had an in- 
.eresting and colorful history. Until. 
1909 the business was owned and op- 
erated individually by Mr. Kraft. Mr 
Craft developed a method for process- 
ng cheese which is credited 
with 


•evolutionizing the cheese industry in 
his country. In 1909 the company was 
ncorporated as J. L. Kraft and Broth- 
ers Co., several of his brothers having 
joined him in the early days of'the 
company's history. 


Just previous to the outbreak of the 


World War 1, the Kraft company de- 
veloped cheese in tins, a commodity 
which was shipped in quantity to the 
allied armies. Following the war, in 
1021, the Kraft five-pound loaf process 
cheese appeared on the market, the 
first successful process cheese to be 
produced anywhere, and forerunner 
of the various types known today. 


In 1923, J. L. Kraft and Brothers 


Company became the Kraft Cheese 
Company— the name to which the 
company returns today. 


In 1928 thc Kraft Cheese Company 


acquired the Phenix Cheese Corpora- 
.1011, and the name became the Kraft-

In the Cook County Hospital of 


Chicago, during the last 10 years .it 
found that in 85 per cent of the cases 


• erysipelas began in the manner men- 


tioned. In fact, there was only 7.4 
per cent of all cases of erysipelas 
which affected the limbs and only 
2.4 per cent that affected the trunk. 


The treatment of erysipelas during 


„ the last 20 years has included the.-ap-

to OrientPossible 


Route Under the Arctic 


Ice Only Half as 


Long

MILFORD, Sonn. — In the midst 


of another naval war, Simon Lake, 
a pioneer submarine inventor, still 
likes to think of the submarine as 
en instrument of peace. And he dreams 
of new oceans it will conquer with- 
out n single torpedo abroad. 


He was interviewed in his laboratory 


which is littered with plans and model 
of submarines he has designed and 
built since the launching of his first 
undersea? craft more than 40 years 
ago. 


"I'd hate to think that my life had 


been spent in developing something 
that could be used for destruction 
alone," he said. "And I'm convinced 
the commercial submarine one day 
will open up a world of new riches 
for mankind." 


He walked across the littered, floor 
to a globe. 


"Look here," he said. '"The mer- 


chant submarines I'm designing now 
could travel the Arctic route. They 
would have ice-breakers, a retractable 
conning tower, and other features 
tor going through and under the ice. 


"You know, it is actually safer un- 


der ice than on the surface. Wind 
and waves can't bother you, and it 
never gets below freezing under the 
'water." 


Tracing sea routes with a finger, he 


continued: "Prom Liverpool to Yoko- 
hama through the seas north of Rus- 
sia 
is only 
qi,850 miles compared 


with 12,260 miles by way 
of 
the 


Panama Canal or 11,105 miles through 
Suez. 


"And you wouldn't have to go un- 


der the North Pole. You'd be under the 
ice for only a fraction of the voyage 


During five months of the year, 


the route by northern Russia is com- 
paratively free of ice. Why, a sailing 
ship made the voyage 60 years ago 
but for surface craft there is the 
ever present danger of being trapped 
by floating ice fields. That wouldn't 
be the slightest threat to a submarine. 


Lake said that Sir Hubert Wilkins 


in the Nautilus proved that the sub- 
marine could be used for safely trave- 
hng under the Arctic ice floes. Tlie 
British exploere penetrated the ice 
fields north of Spitzbergen on a trip in 
IWI. Lake says he probably would 
have reached the North Pole then 
except for a motor break-down and 
exhausted funds. 


The inventor said that the Nau- 


tilus was not especially built for North 
Pole exploration, but was a Lake- 
built navy submarine 
destined for 


the scrap heap when she was con- 
verted for the Wilkins expedition. 


If the war doesn't interfere, the 


inventor is confident that the cen- 
turies-old dream of a shorter trade 
route to the Orient by a northwest 
passage can come true with the aid 
of the submarine. 


Since his boyhood, 73-year-old Si- 


mon Lake has concerned himself with 
submarines and submarine-construct- 
ion. It was he who invented the even- 
keel sumraine and built the first 
submarine that coul doperate in the 
open sea. He built undersea craft 
for Russia, England and 
Germany
